REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



None of the prior art of record teaches, suggests, discloses or makes obvious an endless 
belt for use in power transmission as is as especially as called for by the combination of features 
in the instant independent claims wherein, in particular, an outer length of flexible tear-resistant 
material having mating ends so as to form a closed loop has an endless channel formed therein, 
the channel containing an inelastic enforcing ribbon of a flexible tear-resistant material with 
overlapping end segments and an adhesive is disposed within said channel securing the layers of 
ribbon to each other and to said outer length of material. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 



2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. In particular are cited Beck '810 and '389, and Schanin et al '866 and '583 as all 
disclosing endless belt designs of interest. However, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest an endless belt of flexible tear resistant material having a channel therein which has an 
inelastic enforcing ribbon securely contained therein by an adhesive.
